Canadian Exports of Manufactured 
Pulp 


Canada's export trade of wood pulp 
is Increasing annually and during 1910 
amounted in value to five million, sev- 
en hundred thousand dollars, accord- 
ing to information furnighed the Do- 
minion Forestry Branch of the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce. 
The three hundred and twenty-nine 
thousand tons of pulp exported was 
an increase of forty-eight thousand 
tons of the amount shipped in 1909. 
Wood pulp exportations in 1910 
amounted to seventy per cent. of the 


three per cent. Eighty-eight per cent. 
of the export was mechanical pulp, 
and the remaining twelve per cent. 
was chemical pulp. During 1910, over 
three-quarters of the pulp exported 
went to the United States, while ship- 
ments to nearly alfother countries de- 
creased. The United Kingdom takes 
most of the remaining one-quarter, al- 
though exports to these countries 
have fallen off greatly. Particularly 
is this so with chemical pulp, not one- 
seventh the amount being shipped in 
1910 as in 1909. The average value 
per ton of the pulp exported in 1909 
was $14.67 for the mechanical and 
$36.35 for the chemical pulp. 
a combined average of $17.31 or 14 
cents less per ton than for the pre- 
vious year. The prices paid to Can- 
adian exporters by the various {mport- 
ing countries were per ton for me- 
chanical pulp: United States, $16.09. 
or exactly the same as in 1909 and 
United Kingdom $15.78 or $5.52 more. 
For chemical pulp, the amounts paid 
were: United States, $36.32 per ton 
and United Kingdom, $41.60 per ton.

FARMERS OF WEST MUST 


CHANGE SYSTEM OF FARMING 


Prof. Robertson Says that the Principle of Crop Rotation 
has been Ignored, and that Suf.icient Care has not 
been given to Selection of Seed 


Otawa, Ont.—A grave note of warn- | 
ing against the present system of 
farming and the prevalence of weeds 
in Manitoba was sounded by Prof. J. 
W. Robertson, chairman of the royal 
technical education commission at 
the third annucl meeting of the com- 
mission of conservation. 

“Manitoba,” sald Dr. Robertson, | 
“could at one time be classified as a 
good farming province, but it is not 
entitled to such a classification to- 
day.” His investigation had covered | 
many farms throughout the province, 
and it was found that 46 per cent. of 
those under Investigation showed a} 
falling orf in their products during the 
past few years. The reason for this 
serious state of affairs was, said Dr. 
Robertson, the fact that the principle 
of crop rotation had been ignored. A 
further reason was that seed was not 
sufficiently selected. The result of 
this was that wild oats had increased 
throughout the province more than 
one hundred per cent. within the past 
few years. Such a hold had it gained, | 
indeed, that It had become a menace 
to the country in so far that it had 
threatened to force certain farmers 
to give up their land and leave the 
district. 

An alarming increase of the weed 
was reported from all over the west. 
Dr. Robertson urged that the commis- 
sion use every effort to have some- 
thing practical done to remedy the 
evil, and advocated operating a few 
farms to demonstrate the advantage 
of the rotation of crops. 

‘Hon. Clifford Sifton chairman of 
t'e commission, advocated the devel- 
onment of peat throughout the parts 
of the country in which jt was found. 
There were, no doubt, many inter: | 
ests which would strive to discourage 
the industry, but its development 


would be a great factor in solving the 
tuestion. In Ottawa peat would cost 
about two-thirds the price of the 
cheapest coal, and would be clean and 
satisfactory, 

One of the vitally important ques- 


tions in connection with the conserva: | 
‘tlon of the natural resources of the 


Dominion was contained in a report 
by L, G. Denis, on “Certain Phases of 
the Water Powers of Canada.” Mr, 
Denis adyocated a “power survey” of 
the Dominion, to the end that the 
amount and proportion of different 
kinds of power. such as steam, water, 


electric, and gas used in different lo- | 


calities, with cost and other particulars 
relative to the various localities, 
might be ascertained. 

“It might also be well.” said Mr, 
Denis, “to obtain all possible informa- 
tion regarding water power sites 
owned by private individuals or cor- 
porations, but not being developed. 
These should be investigated, and ren- 
sons found for the non-development.” 

Mr. Denis further advocated the es- 
tablishment of gauging stations in 
streams, At present, his report states, 
there are few streams in Canada on 
which artificial storage or conserva- 
tion {s being practiced, probably be- 


cause it has not yet become commer: | 


cially economical or necessary. But, 
he says, thfs cannot go on forever, 
and the time will come when the last 
site with an economical radius will 


have been sectired, and conser¥Vation | 


of the stream will have to be resorted 
to in order to satisfy the demand for 
power. When the time comes to de- 
velop fhtelligently a conservation 
scheme on any stream it will be nec- 
essary to possess a complete ‘history of 
its flow. for a period of at least from 
ten to fifteen years. Gauging is im- 
portant in order to obtain this data.

VALUABLE TIMBER DESTROYED 


British Columbla Seeks Federal Ald. 
to Check Raiiways in Scat- \ 
tering Sparks. 

Ottawa, Ont.—The destruction of | 
millions of dollars worth of merchant: | 
able timber throughout the uninhabit- 
ed areas of the British Columbia for- 
ests during recent years has awakened 
that province to the necessity of se-| 
curing regulations whereby the de-| 
vastation of forests may to a great! 
degree be stopped. 

It has been generally realized that! 
the two principal cduses of forest | 
fires are campers and railways. Laws | 
against leaving camp fires burning | 
are already on the statue books. But! 
it is conceded that the railways spread H 
the most. destruction. Traversing as | 
they do the great lone stretches of un-| 
Inhabited timber areas, the sparks} 
from their locomotives start numer- | 
ous fires, which gain great headway | 
before being detected. Too often, it} 
is pointed out, the right-of-way is pil- 
ed thick with inflammable rubbish, 
which furnishes a tinder box for such 
conflagrations. The owners of de- 
stroyed property along the line find 
it almost impossible even under the 
existing laws to get damages from the 
railway company, ‘so difficult is it to! 
tix the responsibillty and so expensive 
ls the process of litigation. 

Even though damages are acquired, 
the harin done to the natural forests 
cannot for years be remedied, In con- 
sequence of this, the department of 
lands of British Columbia has made 
an application to the board of railway 
commissioners for an order “regulat- 
ing the operation of locomotives with 
regard to the spreading of forest fires 
upon adfacent lands In the dry season 
of the year.” 

The hearing has been set to take 
place at Ottawa on February 6, at 

. 10 o'clock, It is not a question of ob- 
taining damages so much as it is a 
question of stopping the destruction 
of forests altogether which will be 
dealt with. 

Last year, under the recommenda- 
tion of the committee on forests of the 
commission of conservation, a clause 
was added to the Railway Act placing 
the burden of proof in connection 
with cases of damage upon the rall- 
way companies, and making them pe- 
cuntarily responsible. It is under this 
act that the railway commission will 
deal with the application. 

It is understood that the suggestions 
made by the British Columbia depart- 
ment of lands will be either that in the 
dry season the rallways take greater | 
precautions, or that they be asked to 
Install ofl-burning locomotives.

Partly as a result of instructions is- 
sued by the Dominion immigration 
authorities to booking agents last 
year, which checked the. booking of 
immigrants to the cities, and to a less 
extent owing to the delay in com- 
pleting the joint Immigration plans al- 
ready foreshadowed, there has been 
for months an almost complete cessa- 
tion of immigration work on the part 
of the staff of the Ontario offices in 
London.

PRIVILEGES OF HINDUS 


Government Has Taken No Action, 
| Pending Outcome of Thorough 
Investigation 


Ottawa, Ont.—Negotiations between 
the government and the Hindu colony 
of Vancouver are, it is reported in a 
position of status quo at the present 
‘ime, and it is understood that prac- 
tically no definite concession has been 
granted to the applicants for enlarged 
privileges. Any promise which has 
{been made to the deputation which vis- 
\ited Ottawa some time ago depends 
‘largely upon tuture developments in 
connection with the visit of Mr. Blair 
to the coast, and the result of a thor- 
sugh investigation being carried on 
by the minister of the interior. In 
fact it was generally understood that 
any of the past negotiations through 
| which the deputation gained any de- 
gree of solace were practically of a 
| tentative nature. It is undestood that 
the investigation at the coast conduct- 
ed by Mr. Blair has not strengthened 
the claims of the Hindus to any great 
extent. It is further evident that 
many of the concessions granted by 
the government will be bitterly oppos- 
ed by coast members in the house. 
j It is pointed out that the granting of 
}any of the privileges asked for will 
| be merely a step toward granting the 
| Hindu people of the coast equal rights 
; With other British subjects, This ts 
}not considered to be at all desirable 
| by the members from that part of the 
Dominion, 


MUCH GRAIN BEING MOVED 


Rallway Companies Have Now 7,800,- 
000 Bushels in Interiur Elevators 


Winnipeg.—The Grand Trunk Pac- 
litle Railway is moving grain in vast 
quantities from the west this year, 
and they moved from western Canada 
no less than 9,000 car loads of grain 
between Sept. 1 and December 3°, 

For the same period last year the 
company only moved 4,000 cars, which 
shows an increase of one hundred 
per cent. 

Large quantities of grain are still 
being marketed by farmers in_ the 
west on other lines than the G. T. P. 
| There were marketed at points on the 
Canadian Northern line recently 73,- 
000 bushels, Up to the end of last 
week the total of grain marketed on 
the C, N, Rj. lines was 41,225,000 
bushels against that of 24,600,000 
bushels for the same period last year. 

The total amount of grain the rall- 
way companies have in store at the 
present time in their Interior elevators 
is 7,800,000 bushels against that of 
3,840,000 bushels for the same period 
last year.

CHINESE HAVE A UNIQUE METH. 
OD OF RAISING MONEY 


Bank Notee of the New Chinese Re- 
public May be Purchased from Rev- 
olutionary Agents for Exactly Half! 
Their Face Value—Thousands Have 
Been Sold to Chinese in Canada. 


Vancouver, B, C.—Combining two | 


patriotism and love of the game of 
chance, the new Chinese republic {8 
insuring co-operation and loyalty of 
its subjects on the Pacific coast in a 
very ingenius manner. Incidentally the 
sinews of war are being provided. Al- | 
most every son of the flowery king-| 
dom in this country is carrying around 
with him the equivalent of a ticket 
marked “two to one on Dr. Sun Yat} 
Sen,” for the amount of $10 or up- 
wards in the shape of a bank note of 
the new Chinese Republic, which is! 
bought from revolutionary agents for 
exactly half its face value. 

The note is of the same size and! 
General appearance of our own bank 
notes, printed on bank note paper 
with the usual fine engraved lines and 
patterns of a background. On one} 
side the lines are broken with a blue| 
flag showing a white sun in the} 
centre, and the words “The Chung | 
Hwa Republic” above it in English 
letters. Beneath the flag is the in- 
scription “promise to pay to the bear- 
er ten dollars in gold on its formation 
at the State Treasury or its agents 
abroad.” 

The location of the Treasury Is left 
a matter of conjecture. It is under- 
stood that several thousand were sold 
in Winnipeg also amongst Orientals. 

Pekin.—At its next gathering the| 
princes of the Imperial Clan and the 
Empress Dowager will call into con- 
sultation the members of the cabinet. 
Many of the treasures of the Pekin 
and Mukden palaces are being offered 
for sale. Their value amounts to sev- 
eral millfons of dollars. A number of 
American and European agents are 
here negotiating for their acquisition. 
The minor palaces and also the for- 
bidden city are being depleted in a 
similar way, and art works from their 
Collection are being disposed of. 

Nankin,—It is believed that the ne- 
gotiations looking to a peaceful set- 
tlement are approaching a conclusion. 
The formal document has been drawn 
up for signature and Tang Shao Yi! 
has been exchanging telegrams with 
President Sun Yat Sen. It is under- 
stood that they have finally agreed 
concerning guarantees. 

Certain Republicans positively de- 
cline to accept Yuan Shi Kai as Presi- 
dent of the Republic in place of Dr. 
Sun, but the former may hold the 
premiership in the provincial govern- 
ment and, when peace is restored 
and the constitution drawn up, Yuan 
Shi Kai may have an opportunity to 
secure his election. Dr. Sun, however, 
is persisting in his determination to 
retire. 

The president recently declared that 
no loans had been contracted by the 
Republicans. \ 


Alberta's Publicity Campaign 

Medicine Hat, Alta.—It is noted that 
boards of trade and industrial com- 
missioners in Western cities were 
quick to accept the lead when a few 
weeks ago the plan was launched to 
attract manufacturers to Medicine 
Hat. Such towns as Bassano, Calgary, 
Lacombe, Lethbridge, Red Deer, Taber 
and other industrial centres are now 
coming forward withe well-organized 
publicity campaigns; and it is believ- 
ed that the effect cannot be other- | 
wise than stimulating to business 
throughout the province. Although 
Medicine Hat has been widely adver- 
tised on the score of low-priced pow- 
er and natural gas, it is daily becom- 
ing evident tliat the immense coal 
supplies of the district soon to be 
made available by the successful op- 
erations of the Ansley Coal company 
will furnish an additional inducement 
to manufacturers and other large 
operators which they are not likely 
to overlook. During the present sea- 
son the Ansley company has been sup- 
plying coal to farmers within the 
radius of sixty miles around, develop- 
ment operations at the mine mean- 
while being pushed forward rapidly 
with two shifts of workmen. 


ARMY READY TO OCCPY CUBA 


Have Now Such Knowledge 
Guerilla Warfare Useless 


Washington.—While officials of the 
army do not expect actual intervention 
in Cuba, they are ready for any. em- 
ergency. As the result of the pains- 
taking work of American officers, Aur- 
ing the last period of occupaticn of 
Cuba, almost every inch of the island 
has been surveyed and explored, every 
road and trail is known and mapped 
out, and it would be quite impossible 
for any guerrila force to operate suc- 
cessfully against American soldiers, ar 
did the Cuban patriots against ti: 
Spaniards. 

Outside of that special work, the 
general staff has not found it neces- 
sary to prepare plans for the dispatch 
of a military expedition to Cuba as its 
sole object.

Meeting at Which Redmond And

Being made under the law to 
} deem them that wete under the law, 
He was duly circumeized according to 
the law and called as commanded by 
Gabriel when he appeared to Mary 
with the great announcement (Gal. tv, 
4, 6; Luke 1, 31), He came to fulfill 
the law, to fulfill all righteousness, 
that He might become our righteous. 
ness (Matt. fil, 15; v, 17; I Cor. v, 
21). Note the extreme poverty of 
Mary, a8 jndicated by the offering she 
brought. Though her hand found not 
sufficiency of a lamb (Lev, xil, 8, mar. 
gin), yet God used her to provide His 
Lamb, without blemish- and without 
Spot. to fulfill all types and to provide 
eternal redemption. by His great sacri- 
fice of Himself (1 Pet, {, 19, 20; Heb. 
Ix, 12, 14). The great purpose of 
God is so far beyond our comprehen- 
sion, His ways and thoughts 86 much 
higher than ours, that even though 
we may know the facts, or some ot 
them, the reach of them, from eternity 
to eternity, is to high for us (Ps. xe, 
2). What an unspeakable honor to 
belong to Him, to be part of Him and 
a joint heir with Him of His kingdom 
and party. 
Some of the things written of Sim. 
eon are true of every redeemed one, 
for all true believers are just as right: 
eous and have the Holy Spirit. Al! 
should be devout, Spirit taught and 
gulded and waiting for the coming of 
the Lord. The words “Just, devout, 
waiting,” describe the threefold salva 
tion of every believer as set forth in 
I Thess. 1, 9, 10. Tit. ff, 11-13, and 
elsewhere, By the precious blood of 
Christ we are now saved. and by His 
Spirit we should ever live devoutly 
and love His appearing. His title, 
the consolation of Israel” (verse 26) 
reminds us ~f Isa, Ixvi, 13; Zeph., il 
14, 15; Zech. {1, 10-12, and we think 
also of another title, “the hope ot 
Israel” (Jer.. xiv, 8; xvil, 13; Acte 
xxvill, 20), but this carries us beyond 
our threefold salvation to the next 
step in God’s plan, our return with 
Christ in His glory for the redemption 
of Israel and the establishment ot 
His kingdom.

The aged saint, holding the child 
in his arms, looking fondly and rev: 
erently upon Him, while Joseph and 
Mary stood listening to his wonderful 
words and marveling at them, is in- 
deed a beautiful picture. Listen to 
him as he desires not to depart, having 
seen with his own eyes, and actually 
embraced the Lord’s anointed. To 
him this child was the fulfil'ment ot 
prophecy, but with prophetic vision 
he saw a time of trouble before the 
coming of the kingdom. Think apon 
his words as he held the child, “Mine 
eyes have seen Thy salvation.”

The Census and Statistics Cllice of the Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa has just issued the following bulletin giving the final esti- 
mates of the aren, yield and value of the principal field crops of the 
Dominion for 1911. The field erops of Canada are shown to have 
occupied last year a total area of 32,853,000, and their value, calculated 
at the average local inarket prices, amounts to $565,712,000. The 
aren under wheat last year was 10,374,000 acres, of which 1,172,009 
aeres were fall wheat in Ontario and Alberta, and the production was 
215,851,000 bushels of the value of 8138,567,000. 
26,014,000 bushels of the value of $21,461,000.

value of $73,290,000. Sugar beet in Ontario and Alberta had an acreage 
of 20,878 and a yield of 177,000 tons of the value of $1,165,000. Fod- 
der crops including fodder corn, hay, clover and alfalfa show an acreage 
of 8,290,000, « production of 15,499,000 tons and a value of $161,314,- 
000. Alfulfa, a record of which was taken for the first time, shows an 
aren of 101,781 acres with a yield of 227,900 tons. This valuable fodder 
crop is being peing principally grown in Ontario, Quebec and Alberta, 
the average yield per acre for the whole of Canada being 24 tons, 

For the year 1911 the areas from which the yields are calculated 
were those of the recent Census and the resulting date are not therefore 


strictly comparable with the estimates of the three’ previous years which 
were based upon the reports of selected correspondént, It may be men- 


tioned however that the area and production of wheat in 1911 exceed by 
over 1,000,000 acres and 65,862,000 bushels the estimates of 1910. A 
more satisfactory criterion of the difference between the two seasons of 
1911 and 1910 is afforded by the average rates of yield per acre which 
for fall wheat was 22.19 bushels in 19thagainst 23.49 in 1910, spring 
wheat 20 63 against 15.53 outs 37.76 against 32 79 barley 28.94 «against 
24.62 and flax 11.41 against 7.97, 

In the three Northwest provinces of Manitoba. Saskatchewan and 
Alberta the wheat production was 191,083,000 bushels compared with 
128,891,000 bushels the estimate of 1910 of onts 212,819,000 compared 
with 126,753,099 and of barley 24.043,000 compared with 21,877,000. 
The wheat production of 1911 in Manitoba was 60,275,000 bushels trom| 
2,980,000 acres, in Saskatchewan 97,665,000 bushels from 4,705,000 
acres and in Alberta 36,113,000 bushels from 1,617,000 acres.

Depth of Root Penetration 


By D. W. Frear, Colorado Agri- 
; cultural College. 

Much wmiapprehension exists 
gmong agriculturists regarding the 
idepth to which roots penetrate the 
soil, it isa general belief that the 
‘roots of cultivated drops do not 
reach toa greater depth than one 
or tio feet. 

Corn roots have been found to 
penetrate four feet deep and to 
fully occupy the soil to that depth. 
On drier and deeper soil they went 
as deep as eight feet. Roots of 
small grains, such as wheat, oats 
and barley penetrated the sil from 
four to eight feet and even ten feet 
in depth. Perennial grasses have 
been found to go to a depth of 
four feet from the first year and 
five and o half feet the next 
|Srabi and they probably go consid- 


ernbly deeper during succeeding 
years. Other crops have gone to 
the following depths: Potatoes, 
three feet; sugar beets, four feet; 
alfalfa, thirty to fifty feet. The 
buffalo berry penetrated the soil 
to the depth of fifty feet in Ne- 


braska. In Californian: Grape 
& | vines went down to twenty-two feet, 
_|figwort more than ten fect; goose 


foot, eleven feet ‘and hop plant, 
eight to ten feet. 

Most of the above results were 
obtained in humid or sub humid 
regions. Svils and climate differ 
in such a way as to favor o some- 
what deeper root penetration in 
arid regions, hence it is natural 
to expect to find roots at even 
greater depths than the above. 

The conditions which encourage 
deeper rooting are drainage, limit- 
ed supply of moisture and a soil 
porus and fertile to a great depth. 
Deep, early cultivation forces roots 
to seek the lower depths. Deep 
rooted plants are much more 
drouth resistant, due to the fact 
that they can draw on the lower 
water supply during periods of 
drouth. They also have a larger 
feeding area and the fertility of 
the soil is not depleted so quickly. 

Heavy irrigation in the early part 
of the season, when there is likely 
to be a deficiency of moisture later, 
is a bad thing, because it encour- 
ages surface rooting, which means 
that the plants are going to suffer 
later for want of moisture on ac- 
count of their inability to draw on 
the supply in the lower subsuil.

An announcement of some importance 
was made recently by officials of the 
;Dining and Sleeping Car Department 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. <A 
short time ago there was opened by 
the C.P.R, at Winnipeg a building for 
the use of employees of this Depart- 
ment while on the various runs 
}through Winnipeg. The object of the 
company was to provide accomodation 
for its employees coming on or off its 
trains. Under old conditions em- 
ployees on trains through Winnipeg 
had, to seek board and lodging at 
hotels or private houses. This was 
somewhat difficult for the employees 
who arrived at various hours and 
| whose stay was short in the city. The 
Jerection of the new building by the 
|C.P.R. changed this state of affairs as 
\the employees went to the C.P.R. 
{building when off duty, and _ there 
| found the very best accommodation at 
|n very low rate. Being an innovation 
‘on American Railways this new step 
{in welfare work has been closely 
| watched by the railway world. Since 
the scheme has turned out to be 
| big success it was stated by the 
officials that the work would be ex- 
tended. According to information giv- 
en out it is the intention of the railway 
jto erect similar buildings to that at 
Winnipeg, at all important points 
from coast to coast. Those buildings 
| will not be all erected at once, but it 
is intended to eventually extend the 
scheme to affect the whole system. 
This will be a big expenditure of 
|money but the C.P.R, believes that as 
a result, its service to the public will 
be rendered even more efficient than 
it is at present. 
| There are more benefits to be de. 
rived from the innovation than the 
|mere providing of good accomodation. 
In the first place, it ensures that in 
cases of especial necessity the rail-

DESPATCHING BY TELEPHONE 


C.P.R. Just About Leads the World in 
Number of Miles Equipped with 
Telephone Despatching Circuits 

“Since the system was installed it 
has worked perfectly,” said a Canadian 
Pacific Railway official recently, in 
response to a query regarding a rumor 
that had spread that the C.P.R. was 
not altogether satisfied with its new 
system of despatching trains by tele- 
phone. “There was a report circulat- 
ed east of Montreal,” said James Kent, 
manager of Telegraphs, “that the C.P. 
R. was considering going back to the 
old style of despatching by telegraph, 
but the fdea is most ridiculous, Since 
despatching by telephone was inaugu- 
rated on the C.P.R., it has been dis- 
tinctly successful and is in every way 
superior to the old method of despatch- 
fag by telegraph.” 

Mr. W. J. Camp, electrical engineer 
of the C.P.R., was also indignant at the 
idea that the C.P.R. was not satisfied 
with the new system. All one has to 
do,” said Mr. Camp, “to understand 
how thoroughly the Canadian Pacific 
believes in the telephone despatching 
system, is to take cognizance of the 
number of miles of new circuits being 
installed each year by the Company.” 

This year, stated Mr. Camp, the C.P. 
{R. would add between 1000 and 1200 
miles of new circuits, The appropria- 
tion for the work has not yet been 
made, but 1,000 miles is a conserva: 
tive estimate of the amount of new 
circuits to be installed. Most of this 
new mileage will be on Western lines 
as the main lines of the eastern divi- 
jsion are now practically all using the 
telephone system.

It has 
already 4,000 miles of circuits, which 
places it second on the list of rail- 
ways using this system, and makes it 
easily the leading railway in Canada 
in this respect.
